tralion, a preliminary to voting in 
November's presidential election, 
is n matter of g reatest importance 
to the voting population of Penn­ 
sy lvania rig ht now, in the opinion 
of General Edward Martin, chair­ 
man of the Kepublican State Com­ 
mittee. 
In a statement issued to­ 
day , Chairman Martin urg ed the 
electors of Pennsy lvania to attend 
to this civic duty at the first oppor­ 
tunity . 
He said that to be really effect­ 
ive, support of Hoover and Curtis 
and the whole Republican ticket 
must be translated into votes in 
the ballot box election day , Novem­ 
ber Gth. 
‘‘Of paramount importance in 
the presidential campaig n,” said 
General Martin, “is personal reg is­ 
tration in cities of the first, second 
and third classes, and assessnjent 
and « reg istration in boroug hs and 
townships, ijvery man arid woman 
interested in the election 
a i Hoover 
and Curtis should see to it that 
they are q ualified to vote. 
“One must have been a Besident 
of the state for one y ear to be 
q ualified to vote, but a native 
Pennsjivanian, or one who had 
been a q ualified elector of the jstate 
and moved elsewhere and returned, 
must have resided in the state 
thereafter for at least six moiiths.
